Executive Committee 
The Executive Committee of the Rockingham County 
Delegation, having been duly notified, met at 10:00 
A.M. on Feb. 12, 1962 at the County Hospital to consider 
the proposed budget for 1962. 


Those present were: Shepard, Hunter, Weeks, Dame, 
Spollett, Eastman, Palmer, Gay, Sewall, McDaniels, 
Osborne, Peever with the three County Commissioners 
and Mrs. Gladys McCoy. 


The call to order was read by Mr. Shepard and then 
the meeting was turned over to Mr. Hunter who presided 
as chairman of the Finance Committee. A brief report 
was given of the public hearing held on Feb. 5. 


The forenoon was spent in going over the items of the 
budget as amended and recommended by the Commis- 
sioners following the public hearing. During the day 
various suggestions and subjects of things beneficial to 
County government were brought up and discussed. 
These might be material for legislation at the next ses- 
sion and include: 


1. An audit of county finances without charge — the 
law presently requires an audit at both state and 
county level, a duplicated procedure. 


2. Correct the statute on Sheriff — to make definite 


a. annual leave, sick leave. 


b. fees — both civil and criminal to be turned 
over to the county. 
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ec. reasonable transportation — allowed and 
defined. 
3. Commissioners to buy supplies for photocopy 
machine. 


4, Expenses of Register of Probate to come from 
State, i.e. County should get a part of the 814% 
inheritance tax collected by the State. Mr. Frank 
Nay was present and explained this situation 
clearly. Mr. Shepard was assigned to determine 
the amount of money that the State has received 
in inheritance taxes from Rockingham County in 
the past five years. 


Legislation already passed (Chap. 24:14) which states 
that any department head who overruns his budget must 
consult the Executive Committee, was referred to Mrs. 
Palmer for clarity. 


The budget for the County Extension Service was 
presented by the County Agricultural Agent Mr. Edward 
Upham, the Chairman of the Extension Service Council 
Mr. Howard Turner, and the County Forester Mr. Roger 
Sloan. 


After dinner Mr. and Mrs. Hilton gave details and 
answered questions regarding the budget for the County 
Home and Hospital, 


Mr. Brown spoke in favor of installing an acoustical 
ceiling and a new lighting system in both court houses 
at a cost of $3,500. each. Mr. Shepard spoke against 
and in favor of a new county building. Mr. Bartlett ex- 
pressed his opinion that this matter should have been 
brought up before the public hearing and that the com- 
mittee report on the new building should be given before 
anything was done. Mr. Fuller said he thought one 
building should be tried before both were changed and 
agreed that the committee report on the new building 
should be given first. 
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In executive session, the Committee then voted to 
adopt the budget as it had been presented by the Com- 
missioners. Total estimated expenses $1,078,415.35. On 
motion made by Mr. Shepard seconded by Mr. Dame, it 
was voted that the sum of $1,078,415.85 be raised and 
appropriated by the convention, crediting against this 
the estimated revenue and surplus of $376,583.91 and 
committing the amount of $701,831.44 to be raised by 
county tax. 

The meeting adjourned at 4:00 P.M.

Having been duly notified, the Rockingham County 
Convention met at the time and place above mentioned 
to consider the budget for 1962. The meeting was called 
to order by Mr. Shepard and the Rev. Mr. Wylie offered 
prayer. Mr. Barker led in a salute to the flag. The clerk 
called the roll and declared that a quorum was present. 
Attending the meeting were: Griffin, Vey, White of At- 
kinson, Persson, Spollett of Chester, Kimball, Gay, Wy- 
lie, Scott of Derry, White of Derry, Nickerson, Collishaw, 
Eastman, Purington, Tufts, Weeks, Spollett of Hamp- 
stead, Hunter, Clark, Hislop, Shepard, Sewall, Twardus, 
Cheney, Carter, Keefe, McDaniel, Palmer of Plaistow, 
Driscoll, Bowles, Strafford, Dame, Osborn, Chandler, 
Greene, Peever, Felch, Barker, White of Portsmouth 
Ward 4, White of Portsmouth Ward 5, Sanborn, Sheehy, 
Barnes, Robinson, and Palmer of Kensington. 


Mr. Shepard then turned the meeting over to Mr. 
Hunter, the chairman of the Finance Committee. Mrs. 
McCoy, the Commissioners’ secretary was absent be- 
cause of the recent death of her husband and the dele- 
gation observed a moment of silent tribute to Mr, Mc- 
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Coy. No objection was voiced to having Mrs. Hilton 
present at the convention meeting to take notes for Mrs. 
McCoy. 


A question was raised regarding the salary of the 
County Attorney. A detailed report of salary changes 
of recent years in other counties was given by Mr. Dame. 
One by one items #1 through #11 of the budget were 
passed without dissension. 


On item #12, Mr. Keefe moved, seconded by Mr. 
White of Atkinson, that $9,500. be allowed for the ex- 
penses of the Portsmouth Court House and that the 
Commissioners be allowed to install an acoustical ceiling 
and fluorescent lights at a cost not to exceed $3,500. Mr. 
Sanborn amended the motion by adding the words “ac- 
cording to the representation offered by the Commission- 
er from Portsmouth.” The Convention was urged by 
Mrs. Palmer to postpone action on this item until later 
in the day. Mr. Bowles made the motion, seconded by 
Mr. Collishaw that items #12, #138, #14 be laid on the 
table. A roll call found 27 voting yes and 16 no. These 
items were laid on the table. 


The other items of the budget as recommended by the 
Commissioners were adopted as read except item #26 
having to do with delegation expenses. Mr. Keefe moved 
that this item be laid on the table and the vote was 
affirmative. The Convention recessed for dinner. 


The Convention reconvened at 1:40 P.M. On motion 
made by Mr. Bowles it was voted to take from the table 
articles #12, #13, #14 and #26. Mr. Keefe moved that 
$9,500. be allowed for the Portsmouth Court House to 
include new lights and a new ceiling. Shepherd, Gay, 
Nickerson, Sanborn spoke against the motion. Upon re- 
quest Mr. Osborn reported for the building committee 
and stated that the committee had not studied the pres- 
ent buildings but only the question of a new building. 
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He recommended that the committee be retained and if 
money is made available for expenses that they contact 
agencies to determine if federal funds are available for 
a new building. Mr. Nickerson amended the motion 
made by Mr. Keefe to read, ‘“‘that $6,500. be appropriated 
for the Portsmouth Court House.” This was seconded 
by Mr. Shepard and the amendment passed unanimous- 
ly by roll call. The motion as amended was adopted by 
voice vote. 


Mr. Gay moved that items #14, #15, and #26 be 
voted collectively with sums as recommended by the 
Commissioners. Mr. Sanborn amended this to exclude 
#26. This amendment was adopted and the motion 
passed as amended. Mrs. Greene asked the consistency 
of the committee report and the additional $500. which 
had been added to item #26 for delegation expenses. Mr, 
Bowles explained the need of further action by the com- 
mittee. Mrs. Greene moved that $1,500. be appropriated 
for delegation expenses. Mr. Sanborn urged the separa- 
tion of $1,000. for delegation expenses and $500. for 
committee function and moved to amend Mrs. Greene’s 
motion and appropriate $1,000. for delegation expenses. 
Mr. Osborn seconded, the amendment passed and the 
$1,000. was approved. 


Mr. Sanborn then moved reconsideration of item #6 
on expenses of County Officers. Reconsideration was 
voted in the affirmative and Mr. Sanborn moved that 
item #6 be $3,500. for such expenses as may be incurred 
by officers of the County or by the County Delegation. 
This motion was defeated. 


On motion made by Mrs. Palmer and seconded by Mr. 
Bowles, the following was adopted: that the building 
committee of 1961 be continued in office and that the 
sum of $500. be appropriated for the purpose of their 
continued study of a new County Building. This com- 
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mittee shall also study the use of available space in the 
three existing County buildings; namely, the Exeter 
Court House, the Portsmouth Court House, and the Rec- 
ords Building. The $500. to be entered in the budget as 
item #26a. 


Affirmative action was taken on Mr. Osborn’s motion 
to authorize the clerk to sign a request by the Treasurer 
to borrow $700,000.00. The vote was unanimous. 


Mr. Hunter spoke of the suggestions made at the 
Executive Committee meeting for legislation at the next 
session. Mr. Shepard reported that he had been in con- 
tact with the division of inheritance taxes and learned 
they had processed about 27,000 pieces of information in 
the past five years. Of the approximately $1,662,000 
received, Rockingham County’s share would be large. If 
revenue for the counties is to be derived from this source, 
the counties must realize that the revenue would be 
fluctuating and that all counties must agree on the re- 
quired legislation since it would be difficult to get it 
passed. 


On motion made by Mr. Gay and seconded by Mr. 
Shepard it was affirmatively voted that the sum of 
$1,078,415.85 be raised and appropriated by the conven- 
tion, crediting against this the estimated revenue and 
surplus of $376,583.91 and committing the amount of 
$701,831.44 to be raised by county tax. 


Mr. Shepard complimented and thanked the members 
for the good attendance. 


At 3:45 the meeting adjourned in memory and honor 
of Mr, Mahlon C. Currier, a former commissioner, whose 
picture is printed in the Annual Report of the County 
Commissioners for 1961.

He 
stated that an acoustical engineer from the firm of Bolt, 
Beranek, and Newman, 50 Moulton St., Cambridge 38, 
Mass. had reported to him the result of his study regard- 
ing the installation of new ceilings in the two Court 
Houses. The Exeter building also needs a new 2000 
amp. electrical service. The approximate figure for this 
is $500. He recommended that $12,000 be the amount 
put in the budget to do the whole job. Roughly the 
estimate is $10,000 for each building, divided as $5,000 
for the acoustical work and $5,000 for the electrical with 
the Exeter building needing the additional electrical 
work. Mr. Miles then left the meeting. 


The question was raised as to the cost of completely 
revamping the Exeter Court House and the figure of 
$112,000 to $125,000 was given. Mr. Osborne reported 
that there were no federal funds available for any new 
building. Mr. Shepard pointed out that the $125,000. 
would make the building quite adequate for probably 25 
years as against the cost of 144 million dollars for a new 
building. 


The second quarterly financial report of the Commis- 
sioners was then taken under consideration and the

county was found to be in good financial condition. The 
three Commissioners were present with us to answer 
any questions. 


The Commissioners requested a transfer of $680.41 
received from the State on a sewer grant to use for main- 
tenance of buildings.

A meeting with the Building Comm. Reps. Hayford 

Kimball, Lyman Collishaw, Clayton Osborn, Commission- 

ers Brown, Bartlett and Fuller and Delegation Chair- 

man, Howell Shepard was held at which time a complete 

survey of both Exeter Court House and County Records 
Building was gone over. 


Cost of the new plans that Commissioner Brown had 
drawn up by Architect Miles $165,000.00 for the Exeter 
Court House alone. To this should be added the archi- 
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tect’s fee. This does not include any waterproofing on 
the outside which would be an additional cost. However, 
there were many needed improvements to the Exeter 
Court House that Chairman Brown had left out of the 
new plans. After a complete going over of the Court 
House from the attic to the basement, it was generally 
agreed that any figure short of $250,000.00 to remodel 
the two Exeter Buildings was out of the question; that 
a remodeling of these buildings in Exeter is only a stop- 
gap measure; it is almost a waste of money because 
there is no guarantee that this would solve problems for 
a period of time greater than ten years at which time a 
new building might have to be constructed, meaning 
that the Delegation would have thrown away $250,- 
000.00 to no avail. It was also generally agreed that 
much thought should be given to the construction of a 
new Court House housing all three of the present County 
Buildings location of such building to be determined at 
a future date and that upon recommendation of the 
lawyers, a complete revisal of the fees in the Register 
of Deeds, Register of Probate and Clerk of Court be 
ordered, that additional revenue might be returned to 
the County to offset the construction costs of a new 
building. Edward Upham, County Extension Service, 
has volunteered his Dept. in Durham through Director 
Samuel Hoitt, to see if there is any Federal Funds avail- 
able for construction of a new County Building if office 
Space were made available to the many Agricultural 
Service Agencies that are now located in Exeter. 


Copies of the very extensive Building Committee Re- 
port of Rep. Eastman’s Committee in 1958 has been sent 
to each of the present building committee and to Chair- 
man Shepard of the County Delegation.

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REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY — 1962 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rocking- 
ham County: 


In my report of 1961 I remarked that the work of the 
Rockingham County Attorney was increasing. At the 
September Term of Court this year, 1962, the Grand 
Jurors considered over 40 cases and took two entire days 
to complete the work. This, significantly, is the heaviest 
case load ever handled in the County since the three term 
system, September, January and April, was instituted. 
F.B.I.’s Hoover said recently that there was a 25% 
increase in crime nationwide. (The experience of those 
in the law enforcement field in Rockingham County 
would attest to this fact.) 


I have tried throughout my term of office, with the 
cooperation of Sheriff Sampson, the State Police, the 
Probation Department, George Hilton and the various 
attorneys who do criminal] work, to investigate and set 
up felony cases for hearing prior to Grand Jury action. 
Since September we have been highly successful in this 
endeavor and as a result of the work done to this end, a 
considerable number of ‘Waivers of Grand Jury 
indictment” have been processed. It is expected that in 
the first Term of Court in January, 1963, the Grand Jury 
will be in session only one day, and that the Jurors will 
not be taxed too greatly to finish their work in one day 
(as has been the case in other terms). 


With the help of Sheriff Sampson and other law 
enforcement officers I hope to institute a system for a 
complete review of all cases coming out of Municipal 
Courts. Criminal cases come up for trial in Superior 
Court about four times as fast as Civil cases. This means 
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they must be processed and prepared in a very short 
space of time. An immediate and thorough investigation 
and review of a case coming out of Municipal Court will 
result in better prepared cases, and consequently by 
reduced costs to the County (in witness fees, jurors 
salaries, and all allied Court costs.) 


This is the close of my first two years ag County 
Attorney. As Ira Brown says, “I have enjoyed the work.” 
The concentration of the State Police with the Sheriff’s 
Department in Headquarters in Exeter.is a fine example 
of the cooperation of law enforcement officers in Rock- 
ingham County. In my observation, law enforcement in 
the County has never been better and I appreciate the 
tremendous job that all law enforcement officers are 
doing.

As we look back over the year 1962 we feel that it 
has been a busy and progressive year for the institu- 
tion. We are very proud to report that we are, follow- 
ing inspection, on the approved hospital list of the 
American Hospital Association. Our facilities have been 
used to near capacity and at many periods we have 
actually been overcrowded. Our average census of pa- 
tients has been 192, which added to the Jail and House 
of Correction average of 39 makes a total average daily 
census of 231. 


Through a most unfortunate accident our Medical 
Director Dr. John Blaisdell was critically injured in 
July and has been incapacitated since that time. Dr. 
Edwin Lee, his assistant, has most capably covered 
during this time for Dr. Blaisdell. We are very grate- 
ful to Dr. Lee for the splendid cooperation he has 
shown and the efficient manner in which he is carry- 
ing on the work of the Medical Director. It is our hope 
that Dr. Blaisdell will soon be able to resume his duties. 


With the heavy load of sick patients which we have 
had throughout the past year, it is regrettable that 
we have been unable to employ a full compliment of 
nurses. We are especially grateful to the nursing staff 
for their loyalty and the extra effort which they have 
made to continue to maintain our high standards of 
nursing care, in spite of being understaffed. Based upon 
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this experience we have instituted a program of in- 
service training for inexperienced hospital aides. 
Through this program our aim is to increase the effi- 
ciency of present aides and to acquire and train more 
aides to do the type of bedside nursing required in our 
type of hospital. 

We wish to express our sincere appreciation to all 
members of the staff for their continuing loyalty and 
dedication to the effort of making our County Home 
one of which its citizens can be proud. 

It is impossible for us to adequately express our ap- 
preciation to the many organizations, individuals, 
groups and friends who have by their varied efforts 
contributed to the happiness of our family here at the 
institution. Such things as weekly visits to all patients, 
birthday remembrances, holiday tray favors, carol sing- 
ing at Christmas, a lovely Christmas Party, contribu- 
tions to our Occupational Therapy program and gifts of 
clothing are some of the ways in which our patients have 
benefitted from the generosity and kindness of the many 
many residents of Rockingham County interested in 
their welfare. 

It has been a pleasure to work with all related coun- 
ty, state and local agencies, and we wish to extend our 
thanks to all for their continued cooperation. 

We are grateful to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners for their guidance and support in our work. 
Their interest and untiring effort to assist us in the 
operation of the County Home has made the year a 
rewarding one for us.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of 
Commissioners of Rockingham County: 


I have tried, and with but few exceptions have visited 
all of the various units of the Home, and the House of 
Correction at least once each week. 

The visits to the House of Correction, or jail have 
been made in the early evening as this has seemed to 
me to be best, as it is the time when I can see most 
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of the prisoners at the same time. I also meet a few 
from time to time around the Home, where they are at 
work. Occassionally I take a book, or a magazine to 
one of the boys, and at times take a daily paper. I 
feel that the men at the desk, and inside are very co- 
operative with me in this work. 

With such a constant change, it is impossible for me 
to learn and remember all the names of the inmates 
or patients in the Home and the Hospital, but some of 
the older inmates are very familiar to me. 


I carry a New Testament, with the Psalms included. 
I am prepared to read portions to any who wish it. 
From time to time I am asked to, or volunteer to offer 
prayer with, or for the patients. However, the most 
important part of my work, I feel, is to offer cheer, 
and a bit of encouragement to those who are lonely, or 
have little hope. It is not a place in which the chaplain 
tries to convert, though he should feel always that his 
office is that of a minister, or a pastor. 


One very important part of the work of chaplain is 
a service in the Home every other week. The pastor 
and his wife, both conduct these. Several times other 
ministers have been asked to take over these services, 
and the chaplain wishes to thank, Mr. Earl Magoon, 
and Rev. Robert Robb, and the Rev. Mr. Booth, of 
local churches for their help. Mrs. Gleason, a member 
of the staff of the Home, has played several times for the 
services, and the chaplain wishes to thank her also. 


The work of a chaplain is one that is very gratifying. 
If from time to time the chaplain is able to enlist the 
services of others in carrying on the work, he will do 
so willingly.

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MEDICAL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of 
Commissioners of Rockingham County: 


Rockingham County is very fortunate in having a 
home and hospital of this caliber. 


There are a goodly number of indigent patients — 
some bedridden — many up and partially active. The 
sicker type of patient requires the same kind of care as 
infants and children, with complete physical care includ- 
ing feeding. Along with this type of patient, we also 
have a smaller number of acutely ill, who require intense 
hospital care. We find the Fernald Building rapidly be- 
coming a nursing hospital instead of a home. 


We are very fortunate in having a competent nursing 
staff who takes remarkable care of all patients. Having 
good Registered Nurse coverage eases the doctor’s load 
a great deal, and means better patient coverage and care. 
The housekeeping rates tops with any general hospital 
anywhere. 


The patients receive the latest up-to-date medication 
and treatment which is available. This medical care 
also covers all inmates of the House of Correction and 
Jail. 


Complete coverage of the institution for both patients 
and staff of flu vaccine seem to have been beneficial to 
the patients this winter, as we have had much less acute 
Upper Respiratory Infection.
